This line will serve the thickly- 
settled country between the north portion of 
the Souris branch, and the southerly one to- 
wards Estavan. This line is principally built 
for the purpose of affording easy shipment 
for the grain of this district, which hereto- 
fore had to find its way by wagon haul to 
Melita or Napinka, on the south, or Reston 
or other stations on the north. Moosejaw 
North: The branch which is now building, 
and will be completed this fall for the ship- 
ment of grain, extends a distance of 14 
miles north of Moosejaw, into the long-set- 
tled wheat district around Malbrough, and 
south of High Pound Lake, which has here- 
tofore found its outlet through Moosejaw 
and Pasqua on the main line.

This road is to extend from Norwich 
to the northerly part of the village of West- 
erly, passing through the village of Old 
Mystic and Ledyard to Norwich and from 
there will go down along the Thames River 
to New London.

Large expenses will be made necessary, as 
special cars, heavy enough to make speed 
on the main railway line, but light and small 
enough for the street traffic, must be pro- 
vided. It will be necessary also to lay new 
rails in the street in many instances.

Central & Hudson River R. R., between 
Syracuse and Utica, a distance of 60 miles.
